Or does tho
registor mean upon lta banks? Tho lat¬
ter we oplne. The registor eontlnuer
"Sarah Verrott was bornu ln Ware i'ar-
Ish, ln Gloster county, on a Sunday'
about 2 o'clook atternoone, the 16th of
August, 1657, belng the daughter or
Major Thomas Curtls, by Avorllla, hls
wifo, and was marrled to the said Per¬
rott 11th of Feby., 1672. Belng then
the wldow df one Mr. Wh. Hali'hldo."
"The namos of what children( and the

tlmes when) havo been born to the
al'oresald Mr. lilchard Perrott ana
Sarah Perrott, of Mlddlesex county:

"Henry Perrott, the sone of the above-
said Perrott, waa born the 20tn ol
Jnnuary, 1614.

Der, 14, 1C74. He was the first Amerl-
;an known to enter thls lnn. He must
have dled without lssue. Richard
Perrott was member of the vestry of
Chrlst Church Sn 16G3.
AVo flnd tn looking over thls Mld¬

dlesex registor that as early as 1GS0
the whlte people objected to the meet¬
ing of negroes on the various planta-
tlons. ln thls year at a General As¬
sembly at James Clty tho followlng
act was passed:
"Whereas, the frequent meotlng of

conslderable numbers of negro slavea
under pretence of feast and burlalls
ls Judged and deomed of dangeroui
eonsequonees, for preventlon whereof
ln futuro be lt enacted, etc, lt shall
not be lawful for any negro or other
daves to arm hlmself wlth any club,
Jtaff, gun, sword or any other weapon,
weapon of offence or defonce, nor to
!jo or to depart from hla homo without
i'ermlssion from his master."
An act ln 16S2 asserta "that noc

master or overseer shall at any tlmo
tfter the 20th of January next know-
Ingly permlt or suffer any negro or

slavo not properly belonging to them
to remalno or be upon hla or tholr plan-
tatlon more thnn four hours at any
>no time."
Old reglsters are vory candld. Thoy

.iet down not only births, deaths, nnd
marriages, but when thoso command-
monts whlch are sot up on elther side
)f tho pulplt and read solemnly every
Sunday are broken, tho old registor
records tho wanton breach conclsely,
but with emphasls. Perhaps it ls well
lhat the ontry ls ehut fast wlthln tho
bruised covers of a crumbllng book,
but the antlqunrlan hns ¦¦; feeling
of regret over sln comniHteii ages and
ages ago, and roallzes sttuiy that the
staln upon tho old registor is hard to
rub out.
